S.A.S. Starts DC-8 
Service To Moscow 

Scandinavian Airlines System star¬ 
ted through DC-8 jet service be¬ 
tween New York and Moscow via 
Scandinavia on May 7th, in order 
to accommodate increased de¬ 
mands for summer service between 
the two world capitals. 

The first of the weekly flights in 
the 138-passenger Royal Viking jets 
left Kennedy Airport at 7:30 p.m. 
on Saturday, May 7, and arrived at 
Sheremetyeve Airport at 3:00 p.m. 
Sunday, after stops in Copenhagen 
and Stockholm. On the return jour¬ 
ney, the flight left Moscow at 4:05 
p.m. on Sunday, May 8, and arrived 
in New York at 9:30 p.m. the same 
day. 

David Legate of the Montreal Star 
and David Bassett of CFCF-Radio 
and TV of Montreal were onboard 
the inaugural flight carrying a party 
of Canadian and American inaugur¬ 
al guests. Their five-day stay in 
Moscow was devoted to sampling 
and reporting on the lively arts in 
the Soviet capital.

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1877 he visited Gimli and made 
this observation in his address to 
the settlers: “I have not entered a 
single hut or cottage in the settle¬ 
ment which did not contain, no 
matter how bare its walls, or scanty 
its furniture, a library of twenty or 
thirty volumes; and I am informed 
that there is scarcely a child 
amongst you who cannot read or 
write.” 

A little more than two months 
after their arrival at Gimli, the Ice¬ 
landic immigrants had established 
a school. The people of New Ice¬ 
land maintained their own schools 
until the municipal system was 
established there in 1887. 

With their keen interest in edu¬ 
cation, it is not surprising that the 
Icelandic population has produced 
a large number of teachers and 
university professors. A distin¬ 
guished example in the university 
field is the late Dr. Thorbergur 
Thorvaldson who was recognized as 
an international authority in cement 
chemistry. From 1919 until his 
retirement in 1946, Dr. Thorvaldson 
was head of the Department of 
Chemistry of the University of Sask¬ 
atchewan. 

In 1951 a chair of Icelandic 
language and literature was estab¬ 
lished at the University of Manitoba, 
the endowment having been raised 
by the Icelanders themselves. 

Love of literature has been men¬ 
tioned as a characteristic of the 
Icelandic people. A voluminous 
amount of poetry and prose, in the 
Icelandic language, has been written 
by Icelandic-born Canadians. Some 
of this literary output, the poetfy 
in particular, is considered to be 
of high quality. 

Icelandic was rarely used as the 
language of literary expression after 
the first generation. Among more 
recent writers is the late Laura 
Goodman Salverson, who depicted 
life in the early Icelandic settle¬ 
ments in Canada in novels such as 
The Viking Heart. For a later novel, 
The Dark Weaver and for her auto¬ 
biography, The Confessions of an 
Immigrant's Daughter, Mrs. Salver- 
son received Governor General 
awards. Her son, George Salverson, 
is well known as a writer of radio 
and television plays and documen¬ 
taries. 


| Margaret Eliasson Attends Grand 
Lodge Convention In New Jersey

18, Mrs. Margaret Eliasson was one 
jof 43 delegates to attend the 26th 
Grand Lodge Convention held in 
Atlantic City, New Jersey on June 4 
to 11th. Chalfonte-Haddon Hall Ho¬ 
tel housed the convention and dele- 
| gates. It opened with a welcome 
banquet and dance with entertain¬ 
ment. The local convention com¬ 
mittee sponsored a continental 
breakfast each morning as a treat 
to the visitors. 

It was a busy week for our Al¬ 
berta delegate. She was appointed 
Assistant Grand Master of Ceremon¬ 
ies for the convention, besides act¬ 
ing on three committees as follows: 
Chairman of Ritual Committee; 
member of Children's and Youth 
Committee and Constitution No. 2 
Committee. 

There was a ceremony of the 
presentation of a specially made 
Canadian flag as a gift from the two 
Canadian Districts, Alberta No. 18 
and Central Canada No. 16; also a 
Swedish Flag Day on June 6th 
when the delegates from Sweden 
paid homage to their flag in a color¬ 
ful ceremony. 

Gifts to Grand Lodge were pre¬ 
sented by delegates from Sweden’s 
Districts. These were pieces taken 
from the Vasa ship which lies in dry 
dock in Stockholm harbor, and is 
being put through preservation pro¬ 
cesses after being dredged from 
the bottom of the ocean. These 
pieces of wood had been polished 
and made into suitable souvenirs. 
A special piece was a carving which 
was inscribed "Budkavlen". This 
was presented to the Grand Master 
to be passed on from one District to 
another until it makes the round 
and then will be kept by the Grand 
Master. 

It was with regret that the dele¬ 
gates were informed of the death 
this spring of Dr. W. Borgstrom, the 
man who donated the Swedish bri¬ 
dal crown to the American and Can- ( 
adian lodges. 

New officers elected to the Grand 
Lodge were Grand Master, Bertil ! 
Winstrom of Wisconsin; Vice Grand 1 


Master, Roy Nelson; Treasurer Ast- 
rid Carlson (the first lady to hold 
this position within the Grand 
Lodge) and Secretary, Karl Kristen- 
son. 

Besides the business part of the 
convention other outstanding events 
were enjoyed. The Past District 
Masters’ Club of New Jersey enter¬ 
tained all the Past and present 
District Masters at a social evening. 

All the delegates were taken on a 
tour of Vasa Park at Budd Lake, 
New Jersey. This park covers 200 
acres of land and consists of a club 
house, dining hall and swimming 
pool, also many private homes 
where members live the year round. 

On Sunday morning there was a 
church service at the first Swedish 
church erected in the area. Old 
Swedes Church at Swedeboro. As 
very little remains of early colonial 
buildings of Swedish origin within 
the state of New Jersey, the Swed¬ 
ish population are especially great¬ 
ful for the preservation of this 
church. It was built of logs in 1703. 
The present brick structure which 
encloses the original log building 
was dedicated in 1784 by the last 
pastor to be sent by the Swedish 
Government to America. During their 
tercentenary (300 years) of the 
State of New Jersey in 1964, Dis¬ 
trict No. 6 of the Vasa Order of 
America participated in recognition 
of the part played by the Swedes 
in the early settlement that later 
became the State of New Jersey. 
As a contribution to the celebration 
a monument was placed in the 
cemetery of Old Swedes Church 
commemorating those early Swed¬ 
ish settlers, la was not a formal 
monument but one that typifies 
those early Swedes, rugged, strong 
and simple — a large boulder 
weighing 5 tons; and on it is a 
bronze marker with an inscription 
showing the year the church was 
built and “The Church at Raccoon" 
which was the name of the place 
at that time. 

As a special closing celebration 
a farewell banquet and dance was 
held on Friday night.

Newspapers and Periodicals 

The settlers were barely estab¬ 
lished at Gimli before they began 
their first venture in journalism. 
This was a handwritten paper which 
was issued several times in the 
winter of 1875-76. The first print¬ 
ed paper called Framfari (Progress) 
appeared in 1877, edited by the 
indefatigable Sigtryggur Jonasson. 

The first Winnipeg paper, Leifur 
(named after Leif Ericsson), began 
publication in 1883. It was suc¬ 
ceeded by Heimskringla (The World) 
founded in September 1886 and 
Logberg (The Tribune), January 
1888. After these two Winnipeg 
weeklies had been published separ¬ 
ately for over seventy years, they 
merged in 1959 to become Loberg- 
Heimskringla. In 1942 the English- 
language quarterly, The Icelandic 
Canadian, which has already been 
mentioned, was started by the Ice¬ 
landic Canadian Club. 

These and other newspapers and 
periodicals, many of which have dis¬ 
appeared, have carried or continue 
to carry a wealth of historical and 
biographical material, poetry and 
informative articles pertaining to the 
Icelandic community. 

Icelanders’ Day 

The most important Icelandic 
celebration in Canada is Icelanders’ 
Day, which was first held at Winni¬ 
peg on August 2, 1890. Its original 
purpose was to commemorate the 
granting of a constitution to Ice¬ 
land in 1874, but in time it came to 
be an occasion for honouring the 
pioneer settlers in Canada. 

The program of the first celebra¬ 
tion in Winnipeg, with toasts to Ice¬ 
land and to Canada, original poems, 
addresses, singing, dancing and 
sports, set a high standard of excel¬ 
lence. At that time about three 
thousand Icelanders were living in 
the city itself and visitors from Ice¬ 
landic settlements in other parts of 
Manitoba and North Dakota helped 
swell the attendance. The celebra¬ 
tion of 1890 was a landmark which 
attracted attention to the Icelandic 
people and also enhanced their own 
appreciation of the Icelandic heri¬ 
tage. 

The general pattern set at that 
first Icelanders’ Day has been 
followed each year in most Icelandic 
communities. The largest and most 
significant celebration continued to 
take place in Winnipeg until 1932 
when it was moved to Gimli. Today 
the celebration is primarily a 
pleasurable outing, an occasion for 
a reunion among relatives and 
friends who may not have seen 
each other for a year. Yet the 
sacrifices and achievements of the 
pioneers are not forgotten. 

Contributions of 
Icelanders to Canada 

The spirit and determination of 
those early pioneers helped tide 
them over the first difficult years 
when they were struggling to be¬ 
come established on the wooded 
shores of Lake Winnipeg. By 1890 
they had opened up the wheat 
country around Argyle in south¬ 
western Manitoba, and the mixed 
farming communities on both sides 
of Lake Manitoba. Prairie and bush- 
land in other parts of the West were 
claimed from the wilderness and 
made to yield a living. The great 
inland fisheries on the lakes of 
Manitoba had their beginnings and 
expanded under Icelandic direction. 

In the last years of his life 
Sigtryggur Jonasson was looked 
upon as the "dean of the pioneers." 
As editor of Framfari, and later 
Logberg, he expressed, not only a 
loyalty to his inheritance, but an 
unbounded faith in Canada. In 
1886 he was elected to the Man; 
itoba legislature, one of the first of 
many Icelanders to make an import¬ 


ant contribution in public life. As 
well known historian. Professor A. 
R. M. Lower, has pointed out, "The 
Icelanders rate high on any count 
— literary figures, public men, 
judges, professors have proceeded 
from this small compact group”. 
In this article we have space to 
mention only a few examples of 
outstanding individuals of Icelandic 
origin. 

One of the original pioneers and 
homesteaders in Saskatchewan is 
Judge W. J. Lindal who, in addition 
to his legal practice and service on 
the bench, has been prominent in 
community life and public affairs 
in provincial and national fields. 
"Although Icelandic by birth, he is 
passionately Canadian,” the Winni¬ 
peg Free Press noted on his retire¬ 
ment from the bench in 1962. Re¬ 
cently, "the unflagging efforts to¬ 
wards Canadian unity” of Judge 
Lindal were recognized at a cere¬ 
mony in St. Boniface, Manitoba. 

Another distinguished member of 
the legal profession is the Hon. 
Mr. Joseph T. Thorson who was 
president of the Exchequer Court of 
Canada from 1942 until his retire¬ 
ment in 1964, at the age of seventy- 
five. Internationally recognized as 
an apostle of the modern concept of 
the rule of law, Mr. Justice Thorson 
was founding president of the Inter¬ 
national Commission of Jurists. 
Fluently bilingual, he has held pub¬ 
lic sittings of the Exchequer Court 
in French, as well as English, and 
has rendered judgments in both 
languages. 

In 1965 it was noted that nine¬ 
teen Canadians of Icelandic origin 
had been elected, at various times, 
to the Manitoba Legislative Assem¬ 
bly. In British Columbia Byron 
Ingemar Johnson was premier for 
several years. A number of Ice¬ 
landers have also been elected to 
the House of Commons at Ottawa, 
including the former cabinet min¬ 
ister, William M. Benidickson. The 
first senator of Icelandic descent 
was Gunnar S. Thorvaldson, a for¬ 
mer Winnipeg lawyer. John P. Sig- 
valdason was appointed Canadian 
Ambassador to Norway and Iceland 
in 1964. 

Gimli, the core of Icelandic settle¬ 
ment, elected its first woman mayor 
in 1961. Mrs. Violet Einarson had 
been a councillor for four years 
before she won over two other 
candidates in the contest for chief 
magistrate. 

A remarkable family of six 
brothers from Gimli have made 
notable contributions to public life 
in the field of economic agriculture. 
"Baldur Kristjanson is Executive 
Director of the Manitoba Economic 
Consultation Board and is highly 
regarded as a planner, economist, 
and administrator; Luther Burbank 
Kristjanson is Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture for Manitoba; 
Kristjan (Kris) Kristjanson is Direc¬ 
tor of Economics for the Manitoba 
Hydro, and Albert Kristjanson is 
Senior Rural Development Specialist 
with the Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture. A fifth brother, Larry, 
is Executive Assistant to the Chief 
Commissioner of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, and the sixth, Leo, is 
Research Director of the Institute 
for Regional Studies in Saskatoon." 
In a recent interview Leo Kristjanson 
expressed his opinion on education: 
"We’ve never felt a university edu¬ 
cation is a means to an end. To 
us education is an end in itself.” 

Many people have remarked on 
the zest for knowledge, keen interest 
in education and love of literature 
which the Icelanders brought with 
them to Canada. One of the 
earliest observers was Lord Dufferin, 
a former Governor General of Can¬ 
ada, who had himself visited Ice¬ 
land and was very much interested 
in the Icelandic immigrants. In 


A wealth of historical and bio¬ 
graphical material on the Icelandic 
people in Canada has been pub¬ 
lished in both Icelandic and Eng¬ 
lish. Among books written from an 
historical point of view in English 
are Judge W. J. Lindal’s "The 
Saskatchewan Icelanders” and W. 
Kristjanson’s "The Icelandic People 
in Manitoba.” 

The great Arctic explorer and 
scientist, Vilhjalmur Stefansson, was 
himself a prolific writer. “The 
Friendly Arctic” and several other 
books have their setting in the 
Canadian Arctic, while his autobio¬ 
graphy, "Discovery”, begins with a 
glimpse of the Icelandic immigra¬ 
tion to Canada. Stefansson was 
born at Gimli in 1879. As a small 
child he was taken by his parents 
to the United States where he 
received his education, as well as 
in Iceland. But he spent many 
years exploring the Canadian Arctic 
and it was the scientific observa¬ 
tions made there which won tym 
international recognition. Stefan¬ 
sson died in 1962. 

Although a small group the Ice¬ 
landers have proved a dynamic 
force in Canadian life. "Hardwork¬ 
ing, thrifty, intensely democratic, 
devoted to their literature and their 
culture, they constitute a remark¬ 
ably vital and dynamic component 
of Canada’s population, and the 
culturally diverse Canadian society 
that is still evelving.”'
